I’ll have to admit that I did not 
understand the poem below when 
I gave it my first hurried read- ' 
ing. Most poetry refuses to be 
read in a rapid, hap-hazard man¬ 
ner, 

BATTLEGROUND 

A spote remote in the limitless 
reach of space; 

An old creation; a dying world, 
alone 

And fissured like a subter¬ 
ranean boil 

Pouring out its anger from its 
charred cone; 

A battle ground and prey to 
petty brides 

And passions from primordial 
yesterday. 

Pilotless, unguided, a battle¬ 
ground unmindful 

And misunderstanding of the 
role it has to play. 

It is not usually that the reader 
sees the meaning of such a poem 
on first reading it. The poet could 
make this much easier for the 
reader by changing the title to 
“Our World” for what else could 
he be referring to? And notice 
how ably he describes our present 
world, "Fissured like a subter¬ 
ranean boil/Pouring out its an¬ 
ger from its charred cone.” It is 
a rather realistic picture, true 
enough, and perhaps a bit pessi¬ 
mistic. But when a world is 
turned into a battleground we 
tend to lose sight of that other 
oft-quoted description, “Great, , 
wide, beautiful, wonderful world/
